The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including 
a unity gain driver amplifier isolating an output mode from a negative input node and 
providing feedback from a complimentary output stage to the same input node. 

U.S. Patent 6,756,824 to Roy et al discloses a self-biased driver amplifier. U.S. 
Patent 6,664,855 to Buer et al provides a driver amplifier having zig-zag signal flow. 
U.S. Patent 6,566,963 to Yan et al shows a variable gain driver amplifier. U.S. Patent 
6,400,227 to Goldfarb et al has a stepped gain controlled RF driver amplifier.
